One of the most common faults that can 
3 charged to the average state and county 
ighway department is the failure to main- 
in roads and bridges after once construct- 
I. ‘ There seems to be a notion prevailing 


the minds of many 
road 
officials that 


when a road is put to grade or has been 
paved, that it is “ permanent” and therefore 
needs no attention or maintenance. 
As a 


result of this practice 
many 
sections of 


roads and many bridges all over the coun­ 
try have been allowed to get in a deplor­ 
able condition. 
Missouri is just entering on a program 


of road building, which will, within a few 
years, m 2ans the investment of $60,000,000 
of state funds, twenty or thirty millions of 
county funds and twenty or thirty millions 
of federal funds on our public highways. 
To invest this immense amount of public 
funds in roads and bridges and then neg­ 
lect them and allow them to become in bad 
repair would be little less than a crime. 
To maintain these roads properly will re­ 
quire a large fund. 
The automobile own­ 
ers, as a rule, are perfectly willing to pay 
their present license and if necessary, stand 
a substantial increase if all the money is in- 
vesed in good roads and bridges and used 
to maintain them after constructed. 
At the present time there is no adequate 


state fund 
to 
maintain 
highways. 
The 


adoption of Amendment No. 3 will provide 
this fund. 
It is therefore important that 


every voter take notice of the importance 
of this vote and that he scratch “ No” and 
vote “ Yes.” 


STANDARDIZING THE FLAG. 


From the Kansas City Journal. 


At last an effort is being made to call a 


halt to the steadily increasing number of 
freak varieties of the American flag. 
Offi­ 
cials of the department of commerce, flag 
manufacturers and others are perfecting a 
plan whereby only standard sizes will be 
manufactured. 
This movement comes none too soon. Too 


many Americans look upon their flag not 
as an emblem of the principles upon which 
their nation exists, but as something to be 
used for decorative purposes. 
It is not un­ 
common to see articles of clothing contain­ 
ing the design of the flag. It is twisted into 
various freak shapes to fit on automobiles. 
Its design is contained on handkerchiefs. 
So great has become the extent of this 


disrespectful use 
that 
one manufacturer 


has been making flags in eightv-eight sizes, 
seventeen qualities, with from one to nine 
styles in each quality. 
President Taft issued an executive order 


in 1912, establishing twelve standard sizes. 
The order was superseded by one by Presi­ 
dent Wilson, somewhat altering the stan­ 
dards, but retaining the original number. 
There are now being manufactured innu­ 
merable standards almost entirely different 
from those established by the two execu­ 
tive orders. 
The flag is an emblem— not a mere piece 


of bunting to be used in a color scheme. It 
should have but one standard of design and 
shape, and as few as possible standards of 
size. 
The grandeur of its meaning should 


not be 
deteriorated 
by 
subjecting it to 


freak uses.

Claims Sovereign Rights. 
CONSTANTINOPLE, 
Nov.

The Angora assembly last night de­ 
cided unanimously that it is Invested 
with soverign rights and that 
the 
Turkish nationalist government

the keystone of the Caliphate and 
today the newspapers carry these 
headlines: 
“Ottoman 
empire 
collapses. 
In 
place there has arisen new national 
Turkish state-Sultanate abolished.* 
The decision of the assembly w'as 
announced by a salute of 101 guns. 
Immediately the soldiers and civil­ 
ians began to celebrate to the blare 
of military bands 
and the 
bright 
flares of torch bearers. 
Two resolutions were unanimously 
adopted by the assembly. 
The first 
said that by virtue of organic statute 
and representation, sovereign rights 
ha • been vested in an inalienable and 
indivisible manner in the moral per­ 
son of the Ar gar a assembly w'hich 
was the only emanation of the na­ 
tion. The second resolution declared 
the Caliphate was vested in the im- 
Osan 
dynasty, 
but that the Turkish government re­ 
mains the keynote of the Caliphate, 
The decision of the Angora assem­ 
bly was made known in the following 
terms: 
“The palace of the sublime porte, 
haling through corrupt ignorance for 
several centuries provoked numerous 
ills for the country has passed into 
the domain of history.

Chapter 24—Fine Reindeer Engravings 


One part of the Stone Age Is some­ 
times called the Reindeer period, be­ 
cause there were so many reindeer 
in Europe at that time. 
These animals were among 
the 
favorite subjects of Cave artists. 
Today you see two reindeer 
en­ 
gravings. One was placed on a piece 
of rock found at the cave of Saint 
Marcel, France. 
The deer is meant 
to be 
galloping. 
The 
outline 
is 
strong and clear cut. This is a mas­ 
terpiece of the 
Stone Age. 
It is 
doubtful if a modern artist could do 
as well if he had to work with tools 
of stone and bone. 
The other engraving 
is 
perhaps 
even more interesting. 
It was carv­ 
ed on a reinder antler found In a 
cave In the Pyrenees mountains. 
It 
represents a herd of deer crossing a 
river containing 
many 
fish. 
The 
animal to the right is a stag; his 
head is turnedf around and he seems 
to be looking back to 
the shore 
from which he has come. 
The fish 
are probably salmon. 
Part of the 
engraving is missing. 
Just above 
the stag are two designs. 
They may 
be the signature of the artist. 
Mod­ 
ern artists usually “sign” thir pic­ 
tures, putting their names or initials 
at the bottom of the pictures they 
draw. 
You remember 
that 
Stone 
Age artists knew nothing about the 
letters of the alphabet, but they may 
have used special designs.for names. 
Most of their pictures, however, had 
no such “signatures.” 
Those old engravers seem to have 
carved pictures in anything 
th e y ' 
could lay their hands on. 
The walls 
of caves, the horns of wild cattle, 
the antlers of reindeer—these were 
only a few of 
the substances 
on 
which images were cut. 
In an Eng­ 
lish cave was the engraving 
of a 
horse’s 
head on a 
rib-bono. 
The 
tusks of mamoth were also used. 
On one of these, the outline of a 


mammoth was cut and the tusk wa 
left in a French cave for us to fin* 
fifteen or twenty thousand years a:

DEATHS IN AUTO 
ACCIDENTS LARGER 
By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, 
Nov. 
3.—There 
were 10.168 deaths from accidents 
caused by motor cars and other 
motor 
vehicles, 
excluding 
motor 
cycles, in 1921, in the death regis­ 
tration area of the United States, 
comprising 
thirty-four 
states 
and 
containing 82 per cent of the coun­ 
try's population, the census bureau 
announced. 
That was an increase 
of I,OSK over 1920. 
The death rate 
per 100,000 population was 11.5 com­ 
pared with 10.4 in 1920. 
California 
led all states in the death rate, 
while among the cities of 100,000 or 
more population Los Angeles led. 
There was about 28 per cent In­ 
crease in the motor car death rate 
from 1917 to 1921, while the actual 
number of deaths in wenty-seven 
states for which data is available 
increased 41.2 per cent. 
Deaths in 
the registration area by years were 
announced as follows: 
In 
1917, 
6,724; 1918, 7,525; 1919, 7,968; 1920, 
9,103, and 1921, 10,168. 
The rate per 100,000 in the cities 
was 15.8 last year, an increase of 
0.8 over 1920. 
Total deaths in the 
cities numbered 4,415 last year, an 
increase of 299 over 1920. By years 
the deaths in these cities were as 
follows: 
In 1917, 3,207; 1918, 3,609; 
1919, 3,808; 1920, 4,116, and 1921, 
4,415. 
Of the thirty-four states in the 
registration area, California had the 
highest rate with 24.4. per 100,000; 
Connecticutt was second with 15.5, 
and New York third with 15.4 
Mis­ 
sissippi has the smallest rate, 2.6, 
w'hlle South Carolina and Kentucky I 
both had the next smallest with 4.3.1 
The largest increase in the rate 
per 100,000 for the states was in 
California with 3.3 more than in 
1920, while New Hampshire showed I 
the biggest decrease in the rate, it 
having been 2.8. 
Twenty-six of the 
states showed increases, seven de­ 
creases 
and 
one, 
Pennsylvania, j 
showed no change in its rate. 
New York state registered 
the 
largest number of deaths with 1,632, 
an increase of 222 over 1920, while I 
Delaware had the smallest number; 
with seventeen, a decrease of fifty- j 
two.

MEAT PACKING A 
LARGE ENTERPRISE 


By Associated Pre**. 
ROCKFORD, 111., 
Nov. 
3 —Meat 
packing is the largest industrial en­ 
terprise 
in 
the 
United 
States, 
Charles E. Herrick, of Chicago, prest 
dent of the Institute 
of American 
Meat Packers, told Rockford Rotar- 
ians today. 
Mr. Herrick said the value of the 
finished products in 1,305 establish­ 
ments in 1919 exceeded $4,246,000,- 
000 nearly a billion and a half dol­ 
lars more than its nearest competi­ 
tor, the iron and steel industry. 
“War and Its aftermath 
hit 
the 
meat packing industry in its inven­ 
tory, walloped it in the export and 
side swiped its domestic trade,” was 
Mr. Herrick’s 
characterization 
of 
conditions existing in the packing in­ 
dustry during the last four 
years. 
“Soon after business had 
learned 
how to rush forward 
at 
double 
quick in a world topsy-turvey with 
an international conflict, it suddenly 
was called upon to slow down to a 
snail’s pace and then to retreat mad­ 
ly in a world that was being shifted 
right side up again. 
“W holesale meat prices have tak­ 
en tremendous declines so that car­ 
cass beef at one time or another 
within the last four or five months 
has been selling at an average, some 
where around the levels prevailing 
in 1914. Hides and other by-products 
of the packing industry have 
not 
only hit bottom but they have brok­ 
en through the bottom. 
“In fact, there have been 
times 


when the meat packers would have 
welcomed pre-war prices for certain 
by-products instead 
of the 
prices 
that have been paid on occasions.
